At the present lime Juryroon ero sum- 
moned about ono half Iho year, to attend 
Courta al Toronto.

County of York Teaohere* Association. 

The above Association held a session on 
Saturday, February 20lh, 1859, at tbe Brick 
School House, Aurora. 

Tbe President, Mr;T. Nixon, in tbe chair. 

Minules of last meeting read and confirmed ; 
after which, Mr Starr read ao Essay on Com- 
mon Schools " A« they were and as they are.' 1 
The Essay will.be published next week. 

Mr. Alexander said ; — Schools as they were 
had been troproi ed, and he rejoiced in the fact ; 
but schools as tbey are, were sutceplible of 
further improvement, lie considered schools 
as tbey ore, deficient in moral culture,— an 
improvement in this respect would have the 
tendency to elevate and ennoble. It was pos- 
sible to acquire knowledge without morality— 
but UQSinclified knowledge would do but tittle 
to elevate a nation's reputation. Tho law was 
not defective, as ample provisions had been 
made". He alio coniidered-an improvement 
could be made in ibe appoiolmeal of Local 
Superintendents. Men were oftentimes ap- 
pointed to thai office totally unqualified for tbe 
position, and quite incompetent to give ibe 
teacher (hat aid sod ads ice cflsnliu-.es ceces- 
ury. These were fads patent to every 
teacher, and be confidently hoped a cbsuge 
would speedily be effected. 

Mr. Irwin would like to know what were 
the peculiar grievances existing, relating to 
County Superintendents / 

Mr. J&cksoo— Tbe last speaker bas just 
told you what be coosidered grievances. 

Mr. Irwin coolioued— He did not think any 
Local Superintendent could attend to 100 
tchaots aud do his dull by Iheui. He con- 
sidered SO or 30 schools as much as any tnan 
could attend to, Much had been t jid aboul 
(be incompetency of Local Superio<«ndenU i 
but he bao a good oce» and could cot sfe bow 
he would be benefitted by a change. Besides, 
if the grievances were ao great, whr bad Ihe 
County Council unceretuonioutty kicked out 
the petition of this Association f We hive, 
(oo, a number of Lectures from Supcriuieo- 
dents; but not one-half tbo people could un- 
derstand lUm. 

Mr. MclHiersoo thought that a Local Su- 
perintendent should be a man capable of being 

able to give advice upon tie practical worbiug 

of coy afttem ; where one plan was wrong, to 
recommend another. And white Mr. Irwin 
Lu'gut bf bltssed with a good Superioleadent, 
hstf-a-doscn elbers might cornpliin. He 
wanted to be benefitted by havisg such eu 
adrUer as Mr. Irwin said be bad, (Htsr, 
bear.) lie thought il easier to obtain three or 
four coropeteot men for cecb Couaiy, ihao one 
for «cb iV.tr.ibip. 
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iMr. Alexander considered it wrong to ( , 
Minister* of |ba Cosnel io the posiliotiof Lcial 
pupcriotcodcota.
